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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 : 

I. Claims 1-36, 77, and 78, drawn to method for measuring a cellular 
response, classified in class 436, subclass 517, for example. 

II. Claims 37-50 and 76, drawn to method for identifying a cytoskeletal 
signature, classified in class 435, subclass 7.2, for example. 

III. Claims 51-63, 68-72, and 75, drawn to method for assessing the 
presence, absence, and progression of a disease state in a subject, 
classified in class 436, subclass 81 1 , for example. 

IV. Claims 64-67, drawn to method for determining a response profile to a 
drug, classified in class 435, subclass 973, for example. 

V. Claims 73-74, drawn to method for determining donor-recipient 
compatibility for transplant therapy, classified in class 424, subclass 9.2, 
for example. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions l-V are directed to related methods. The related inventions are distinct 
if the inventions as claimed do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; the 
inventions as claimed are not obvious variants; and the inventions as claimed are either 
not capable of use together or can have a materially different design, mode of 
operation, function, or effect. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, Groups l-V are 
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related distinct inventions that are mutually exclusive; are not obvious variants of each 
other, and have materially different design, function, and effect in that Invention I 
measures cellular response by stabilizing cell populations in a mixture, labeling the 
different cell populations, and assessing each one of their cytoskeletal protein content; 
Invention II generally determines cytoskeletal protein content in cell populations for 
comparison with corresponding control cell types in order to identify their cytoskeletal 
signature; Invention III monitors specific disease states using measured concentrations 
and changes of cytoskeletal proteins; Invention IV administers pharmaceutical 
composition to a patient whereupon cytoskeletal protein associated with certain cell 
types is measured and response profile to the drug is determined therefrom; and 
Invention V uses specific measured concentrations of cytoskeletal proteins to determine 
donor recipient compatibility. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. Furthermore, because the search 
required for each one of Groups l-V is not required for the other of Groups l-V, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. Literature search for each 
method is distinct since the structural requirements of each invention are different. 
While searches would be expected to overlap, there is no reason to expect the 
searches to be coextensive. 
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2. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
